sons, Sullivan said. 


The task of controlling other 
salaries and wages has been given 
to the War Labor Board. The 
board has been following a policy 
that wage increases of 15 per cent 
above the levels of January l, 
1941, are permissible to make up 
for increased costs of living. Sul- 
'livan said the wisest plan for an 
employer who had maintained an 
“unwritten” raise policy on a 
merit or some other basis would 
be to put that policy in writing 
and take it to the nearest stab- 
ilization office for approval. 

“After that, the raises could be 


‘made without getting approval in 


each case,” he said. 

Asked if there was any existing 
regulation preventing an employe 
from leaving one job to take an- 
other similar one which paid a 
higher wage, Sullivan said there 
was none as far as he knew. 


In computing the net income, 
Sullivan said, that while federal 


taxes might be deducted, state 
taxes could not be. Small custome 


ary bonuses paid to employes may 


be continued without being con- 
sidered part of their salaries, as 
may dividends from company 
stock, the Treasury official said. 
However, he stressed that large 
“unusual” bonuses would be sub- 
jected to stiff study by the reve- 
nue bureau. 

The seven regional offices which 
will be in operation within 10 
days will be located at Seattle, 
San Francisco, Los Angeies, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, Philadelphia and 
New York, Sullivan said.

As the 
Sandy Springs Camp is a fire trap. 
unsanitary, and is built on rented 
ground, we suggest that this camp 
be abolished, and that its person- 
nel be eliminated. 

Our committee further feels that 
the salaries paid certain employes 
of the convict camps is entirely 
out of line. These salaries exceed 
by thirty-three and a third per 
cent the salaries paid by other 
counties for similar positions. 

We feel that those in authority 

sheuld do away with the practice 
of allowing a thirty-day automatic 
sick leave each year. From the 
records, it is apparent that manv 
employes are taking advantage of 
this concession. We do not feel 
that the county should Pay over- 
time to prison guards, as it our 
understanding that the salaries 
they are receiving is based seven 
days per work week. 
We are of the opinion that a 
time clock system would save this 
department sufficient money to 
pay for itself in a short time. 

We also recommend that the 
, county should install immediately 
an equipment ledger, giving full 
information on each piece of roll- 
ing stock, and rules should be es- 
tablished as to when and how 
equipment is to be sold, or traded 
In on new equipment, and a rec- 
ord kept of same. 

12. RECEIVERS OF STOLEN 
_GOODS: That, whereas, in the 
past it has been difficult to prop-

13. JUDGE JOHN D. HUM. 
PHRIES: During the present term 
of Fulton Superior Court and the 
service of this Grand Jury, the 
Judicial Department of the County 
has been invaded by. the Grim 
Reaper in the removal from the 
Bench, by death, of the late Judge 
John D. Humphries. He wads elect- 
ed to this office in 1918, and 
served as a Judge of the Atlanta 
_Judicial Circuit continuously from 
January, 1919, until his death on 
October 22nd, 1942. 

Judge Humphries was intimate 
ly known by the members of this 
Grand Jury, by all Court officials, 
and by the citizens of the Atlanta 
Judicial Circuit generally, whom 
he so long, so faithfully and so 
wisely served, as a scholarly, intel- 
ligent, and poised judicial officer, 
loved by many and respected by 
all the people of the community. 

He presided for other judges in 
many of the counties of the state 
where he earned forehimself the 
sam. enviable reputation as that 
he enjoyed in his own circuit. 
| The Bench and Bar, as well as 
the people of Fulton County, have 
sustained a very distinct loss in 
ithe passing of this faithful judicial 
officer and citizen. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved 
|that we—the September-October, 
1942, Grand Jury—extend to the 
bereaved family our sincere and 
‘heartfelt sympathy in their loss,

Tricky Political Advice 

The Ladies’ Home Journal, in its November 
issue, addresses an appeal to the American 
voter which is, at cursory reading, thoroughly 
intelligent and commendable. However, on 
second reading and with a little analytical 
thought, it becomes clear that the effect of the 
appeal, if followed. would be to defeat prac- 
tically every congress member seeking re- 
election. 

Inasmuch as the coming voting is in the 
election, not the primaries, that would mean 
replacing all Democrat members with Republi- 
cans. For, if you vote against the “ins” you 
must vote for their opponents who, in an 
election, are necessarily of the opposing politi- 
cal party. 

And the final result would be not only a 
complete change in personnel of the lower 
house of congress, but a change in party ma- 
jority, with the Republicans outnumbering the 
Democrats in approximately the same propor- 
tion the Democrats now outnumber the Re- 
publicans. 

It is a slick idea, but it just won’t work. 
The voters will prefer tu take a chance on in- 
cumbents, even if they did display poor judg- 
ment in some of their votes on crucial bills, 
rather than add to the war administration 
troubles by putting the Republicans in power 
in the house. 

The Ladies’ Home Journal lists nine impor- 
tant question, with the explanation that any 
congressman who voted against any of the 
nine issues mentioned is unfit to belong in the 
coming new congress. The argument is good 
in all nine of the test issues listed. There is 
not one among them on which the average, in- 
telligent American will fail to agree with the 
Journal analysis. 

But the point is, it would be difficult to find 
a member of congress who has not gone astray 
on at least one out of the nine -issues. Con- 
gressmen are very fallible, the feet of clay on 
congressional pedestals are no secret. 

Congressmen, all of them, display poor 
judgment at times. And some of the votes they 
east are tragic in their revelations of ignorance, 
provincialism and susceptibility to pressure 
groups. 

But the Journal measuring rod is too severe. 
It sets too high a standard for congressional 
intelligence, probity and wisdom. We would 
like, to be sure, for every congressman to be 
able to pass the nine-question test. But that is 
too much to hope. 

So, we cannot see where failure to meet the 
test in full is sufficient reason to vote against 
all the Democratic “ins” and for the Republi- 
can “outs.”

Probably 
only Wavell and Timoshenko can compare with 
him among those leading the armies of the 
United Nations. His second talent is a part 
and parcel of his military genius, yet it sup- 
plements that genius in that it infuses the 
will to fight, the will to accomplish, not only 
in his troops but in the people of the lands 


over the globe. He welded this spirit in the 
Filipinos. He generated it in Australia. He 
kept it alive in this country at a time when 
defeat loomed large. 

MacArthur keeps the soldier faith. And try 
as they may, the Washington circles keeping 
him in the hinterland cannot long prevail.

Any who believe the Japanese are falling 
short of taking full advantage of the territorial 
gains they have made since December 7, should 
be disabused by a recent small item of news 
from Burma. 

That news report tells that the Japanese 
are busy creating and training and all-Indian 
Army in Northern Burma. The significance of 
that fact, when understood, bodes nothing but 
greater difficulties for us in the war against 
the Japs. 

Probably that new all-Indian army is in- 
tended for use against British India. Perhaps 
only as defense when the Allied forces now in 
India launch an expected campaign intended 
to wrest Burma from Japanese hands. 

But the item is significant in a far greater 
sense than in its local application to Burma 
and India alone. For it is but a sample of the 
policy the Japanese will, we may be Sure, 
follow. That is, to uSe all material in the 
captured lands, both inanimate and human, for 
the prosecution of their war. 

Reinforcements and new armies for the 
Japanese will, in all probabilit?, come out of 
those portions of the captured populations 
which were, in any event, dissatisfied by Oc- 
cidental occupation. Also there will be many 
natives, in all parts of the Orient, who will 
accept the Japanese propaganda and want to 
join the sons of Nippon in a war to bring all 
the world under Oriental dominance and make 
the East, in place of the West, the world-ruling 
hemisphere for the future.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


ELEANOR’S TRIP WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Because she is 
. a colorful and forceful personality, any- 

thing Mrs. Roosevelt does is bound to stir up a certain amount of 

controversy, and so it was only natural to expect that her present 

trip to England, which is a bit on the unprecedented side, would 
give rise to some criticism—misguided or other- 
wise. 

That expectation has now been justified by 
an attack from the pen of Westbrook Pegler, 
who challenges editorial comment from the New 
York Times that the wife of the President can 
speak for the wives and mothers of the United 
States and who says that her mission to Eng- 
land is unnecessary so far as any public in- 
terest is concerned. 

As usual when he discusses matters con- 
cerning Mrs. Roosevelt, Mr. Pegler is so blinded 
by prejudice he is unable to see. the brighter 
side of things. He views the Times editorial, 
which was a graceful acknowledgment of the 
First Lady’s true position, as a “pernicious piece 
of nonsense.” And he brands her trip with the 
charge it was “motivated only by the same 
vanity and crowding political ambition that 
have made her a political boss in the guise of 

a do-gooder at home.” 

These are harsh words to be uttered against the wife of the 
President, but hardly any more intemperate than others Mr. Pegler 
has delivered himself of in the past. They are not justified by 
the facts. 


NO MIDDLE GROUND People either like or dislike Mrs. 


Roosevelt. She has a positive char- 
acter that leaves little room for a middle-ground attitude. Entirely 
aside from the fact that she is the wife of the President, she is a 
national character in her own right. No wife of a chief executive 
in years has been as active as she in social and charitable move- 
ments. No President’s wife in years has known so many people, 
has traveled so extensively, or has been engaged in so many 
activities. 

It is doubtful if any other woman in the land has her broad 
perspective of governmental and sociological problems. An inde- 
fatigable worker and an efficient organizer, no member of her sex 
gets around more or accomplishes as much. 

The truth of it is, whether you like her or not, Mrs. Roosevelt 
in her own right is one of the great women of America. History 
will accord her an unusual place not entirely associated with the 
reflected glory she receives as the wife of the chief executive. 

That she has the right to speak for the mothers and wives of 
America in her inspection of our troops in England cannot be 
challenged, of course. Who would be better able to speak for them 
than she, a woman with four of her own sons in the war? Who 
knows the heart-strings of America better than she? Who has 
greater personal contacts or better facilities for keeping abreast of 
the national pulse? 


HOMELY TOUCH When Mrs. Roosevelt asked a group of 


American sotdiers at some British station 
the other day whether their socks were thick enough for the humid 
English climate, she was voicing a concern that must have been 
felt by every mother and wife in the United States who has a son 
or a husband in the expeditionary force. 

But over and above her contacts with our own troops, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, with her penetrating understanding and sympathetic 
nature, will take a cheerfulness to the English people that should 
go far in convincing them we are their allies in spirit no less than 
in war. 


WILL DO GOOD Some misgivings may well have developed 

on this score from the periodic outbursts 
that come from sources within our ranks who often are too prone 
to criticize British shortcomings. She carrie$ with her a warmth 
of personality and frankness of speech that is both reassuring and 
uplifting. Her visit cannot fail to make a deep and satisfying 
impression, because she is a brilliant and discerning woman, pos- 
sessed of all the poise that is necessary to make her mission a 
success. 

As Raymond Clapper has aptly put it, “We are likely to benefit 
(from her mission) by having the people of England see a woman 
who embodies the best of the American spirit, almost to a fault.” 

None of this is to say that Mrs. Roosevelt does not have her 
faults. Her motives are too charitable at times, and too often she 
allows her sympathies to take her far afield. But, on the whole, 
she is a woman of whom the nation may well be proud.

WHAT DO YOU THINK? Here is a piece of white paper. On 


it I want to put an argument for 
the Community Fund. 

It is odd there should be any argument necessary. 

We oversubscribed the United Nations’ appeal. We gave it 
almost as much as we are called upon to give to 
the Community Fund. 

It was one of the grandest things that Ate 
.lanta has ever done. It made the city feel 
good. For days one could see warmth and joy 
and satisfaction on the faces of the people. 
Voices sounded good. 

Everyone joined in. It was to help the 
Greeks, the Poles, the USO, the English, the 
Russians, the Chinese. It was for the soldiers, 
for the bombed children, for the hungry and 
the miserable ones. 

It touched hearts that had never given in 
any other campaign. Whole-lists of employes 
gave. I recall that the girls who make brase 
sieres in a local factory led the city in the 
average amount of money given by any factory 
workers. Negro employes of department stores 
were well up in the average amount of their 
gifts. 

As I said, it was something which made the whole city feel 
good. It was an achievement fn keeping with Atlanta’s legend for 
getting things done. It made one proud of Atlanta. 

Now we are come to the Community Fund appeal. 

The workers are out this week. They will continue for the next 
several days. We are being asked for a little more than $600,000. 
It is an amount arrived at after careful, and close, figuring by those 
trained to fix budgets. There isn’t an excessive nickel on it. 

I wonder what you think about it? 


THINGS THEY SAY We all were so proud of the United 

Nations success it puzzles me to undere 
stand why this year, of all years, it should be necessary to argue 
about the need for the Fund. 

It is puzzling, but true, that Atlanta has never really done a 
first-rate job on the Fund. 

In Birmingham, for instance, the so-called “original gifts,” 
which are really the funds obtained from persons of wealth, often 
total as much as we are able to collect for our entire Fund. 

There is no reason for that. Except the very good reason that 
Birmingham believes in its Fund. It does not have to be argued 
with. It gives. | 

I have wondered about Atlanta. 

We give—as we should give—to the Chinese, the Poles, the 
Russians, the Greeks. It was magnificent. 

But these we are being asked to give to are our own people, 
They are the juvenile delinquents, for instance. It is a work few 
people know about. It annually does a good job of relieving the 
state and the city of an expensive criminal—a man who may 
commit large crimes, bring on expensive trials, prison sentences, 
with all the expense of feeding him, guarding him, and finally, 
perhaps, executing him. I halts a march, on the part ef young 
girls, toward prostitution and the expense of police hunting her out, 
arresting her, having physicians examining her, putting her in jail 
to be treated for disease. It is very important. 

There are the people who suffer from incurable diseases. There 
are the homeless children, the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, the 
welfare work, the rehabilitating agencies. 

The war has added to their responsibilities, not lessened them. 
CONFUSION These are our own people. Their welfare is up 

to us. Surely, merely because their lot is not so 
dramatic as that of the Chinese or Poles, they are not less worthy. 

I think there is considerable confusion about these facts. 

I do not believe there are any really honest people who believe 
the stories, which the few hateful persons every city has, spread 
about any charity. 

The Fund has a very small overhead, a phenomenally small 
overhead. It does not pay but a few salaries and they are small. 

It is not a relief agency. And this, I think, is the chief cone 
fusion. Some persons say they have called the Community Fund 
about some family in distress and the Fund has done nothing 
about it. 

Applications must be made not to the Fund but to the proper 
agency designated to care for the various cases which are reported, 
The Fund collects the money and allocates it, by budget, to each 
agency. 

I think this is not well understood. | 

The Fund, or rather the agencies in the Fund, are managed by 
skilled, trained workers. Your money is well spent. Almost your 
whole dollar goes directly to the assistance of those who are the 
care of the agencies. 

There are a few persons who tell solicitors: “I always like to give 
directly.” . 

The solicitors smile. With almost no exceptions a person who 
refuses the Fund with that statement gives nothing at all, any time, 
to anything. 

A person who passes up the Fund passes up his own people. 

Do we think more of the Chinese children who are hungry—of 
the Greek children—and we should think a great deal of them— 
than we think of our own? 

It is something to think about. 

They tell me this year that the “initial gifts” are up 60 per cent 
over what they were. That is encouraging. 

If those of us who cannot give largely will give what we can— 
if literally everyone with a job will give something, we can do a job. 
There are a lot of appeals? 

Yes. Worthy ones. 

But these are our own people.

We've got to do it to save oure 
selves from slavery. oe not quit, and we never will quit une 
til we have won, no matter who is helped or hurt by our viftory. 

But your empty threat was not the only fault in your letter. 
You told the English people they must change their policy in India 
to please us, yet you failed to tell them what we desire. 

Was that fair? . Do you threaten to shoot a man unless he does 
your will and then leave him to guess what your will is? 

If America—or Life—demands a new policy in India, what is 
the policy? If you were given the job of solving the problem of 
India, what would you do? s 

Would you withdraw all British troops and officials and give 
India complete freedom now? How can you gi freedom to a 
sheep if a wolf waits at the door? If England «foves out, the Japs 
move in. 

Would you give India complete freedom but leave the military 
forces there to protect her? That sounds simple and idealistic, 
but India is not one people of 350 million but many different, an- 
tagonistic and jealous peoples. 

The Hindus are a great majority, and Hindu politicians would 
gladly accept complete control. But what of the ninety million 
Moslems? They will not accept a freedom that does not protect 
them. And what of the sixty million “Untouchables”? Their 
leader says they have political rights, and they will not willingly 
accept a freedom that leaves them at the mercy of Hindus who 
deny them all human rights. ‘ 

It is easy to solve problems that are not your responsibility. 
But if Life has a solution that is fair and workable, the English 
will undoubtedly be glad to learn about it.

Georgia game,” he offered. 

One of the copy desk boys dropped by to say he’d had 
a dream about the game—he used to go to Alabama—and 
he said the Crimson Tide won, 14 to 6. 

A fellow from the advertising department also 
came by to say he had dreamed about Alabama, but 
Tech was the opponent. “Tech played them in street 
clothes and quickly scored two touchdowns. It was 
part of Coach Alexander’s strategy to make Alabama 
think Tech was no good.” 

Lamar Ball, who sits within hearing distance in the 
office, camé by and remarked, “Ask the next fellow who 
has a dream if he ever saw a dream passing.” 

And so it goes. 

Nobody cares about Branch Rickey being named presi- 
dent and general manager of the Brooklyn Dodgers to 
succeed Larry MacPhail. That’s a lot like making Mahatma 
Gandhi the successor of Joe Engel, anyway. 

Nobody cares much about anything in their wak- 
ing hours—that is, nobody who is interested in foot- 
ball—except Alabama and Georgia—and how to get 
a ticket to the game. 

If you happen to pick Georgia and quote somebody on 
Alabama having been a little rough against somebody— 
then you get a lot of sarcastic mail about being biased. 

Well, as an old Oglethorpe boy, I hasten to strike out 
for neutral ground and let Raymond Johnson, Nashville 
Tennessean sports editor, have his say— 


“If Alabama expects to turn back 
Must Imp rove the challenge of Frankie Sinkwich 
and the Georgia Bulldogs next Saturday,” Johnson writes, 
“the Crimson Tide must come up with an exhibition supe- 
rior to the performance against Kentucky. 

“Frank Thomas’ beefy boys either were a little on the 
sluggish side or the Kentucky Wildcats have a lot more 
than the majority seem to think. It is difficult to say 
which. There was a feeling among scribes who have seen 
both teams in more than one game that it was a little of 
both. 

“The Kentucky forwards gave the Tide no end of 
punishment in the first half and most of the last, too. 
Clarke Wood and Clyde Johnson, the gigantic tackles, 
End Charley Eblen and Center Charley Walker made 
life miserable for the ’Bama ball toters. They so 
completely stopped the flow of the Tide that "Bama 
was able to make only ONE FIRST DOWN in the 
first two periods. 

“The game might have been considerably different if 
Phil Cutchin had not been hurt in the first eight minutes. 
He was the spark of the drive that carried to.’Bama’s eight. 
Phil is no doubt Kentucky’s most effective ball toter. When 
a ’Bama back stuck his knee into Cutchin’s kidneys, the 
stands moaned. And so did Coach Ab Kirwan. Phil was 
never able to return to the battle. 

“The loss of Charley Walker and Clarke Wood in the 
third period also was a blow to the Cats. 

“The Crimson Tide apparently tried to get past 
Kentucky without having to put out too much. The 
hectic struggle with Tennessee a week ago drained 
heavily on them. Then the Georgia game, which 
may decide the Big 12 title, was just a week away. 
“The Thomas Titans seemed content to keep the Cats 

from scoring in the first half. It was a different story in the 
last two periods, however. The Cats seemed to weaken 
and ’Bama turned on the steam just enough to win. The 
two Kentucky mistakes made it easier.” 


. 9 Johnson went on to doubt that Ala- 
Miss Nelson‘ bama is as good as last year. “It is 


doubtful,” he continued, “if the Crimsons are as good as 
the 1941 ’Bama outfit which slaughtered Texas Aggies in 
the Cotton Bowl last New Year’s Day. 
“Frank Thomas does not have a left-halfback of 
the Jimmy Nelson type.

At Regulation 


‘Col. McCormick Sees Ef- 
fort To Induce Control 
by Judiciary. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—(4)—The 
government’s antitrust action 
against the Associated Press was 
described by the Chicago Tribune 
in federal court today as an ef. 
fort to induce the judiciary to 
construe the antitrust laws to 
place the press on the common 
level with commercial or business 
enterprises for the purpose of con- 
trol and regulation. 

Colonel Robert R. McCormick 
and the Tribune company declared 
that “the antitrust laws of the 
United States were designed to 
prevent monopoly and not to fos- 
ter monopoly.” 

McCormick, a director - the 
AP since 1927, and the Tribune 
compary were named defendants 
in the suit to which a general de- 
nial was filed in the southern dis- 
trict U. S. court here Tuesday 
upon behalf of the AP and other 
defendants. 

Concerning the government con- 
tention that the exclusive return 
of news to the AP compelled com- 
petitors to employ more costly 
and less efficient and complete 
means of gathering domestic 
news, the answer declared: “Nei- 
ther UP, INS or any other agency 
has ever complained that it has 
been restrained by AP in gather- 
ing and disseminating local news; 
on the contrary UP and INS claim 
and have always claimed their lo- 
cal news to be the equal or supe- 
rior to AP’s. 

The answer also reviewed the 
genesis of the suit and said the 
government refused at all times 
“to consider the permissibility of 
all standards (for admittance to 
membership) other than (A) the 
applicant must be the sole owner 
of a newspaper; (B) must file 
proof thereof and of the ‘field,’ 
and (C) assent in writing to its 
legal by-laws.

raisins. Roll up like a jelly roll 
and then cut off slices of the dough 
Y% inch- thick.

Place on a greased pan, let rise 
about 45 minutes and bake in a 
hot oven. When done, brush with 
a thin sugar icing and serve warm. 


Lemon Rolls: Follow recipe for 
sweet rolls, adding 1 teaspoon 
grated lemon rind and % tea- 
‘spoon grated nutmeg to the batter.
